FLOATER FOUND IN THE RIVER.

Dody of an Unknown Discovered in
the 01ld Missouri.

Coroner Treynor will hold an Inquest this
morning on the body of an unknown man
found yesterday morning in the, Missour! a
eNort distancd south of the Unjon Pacifie
bridge.

The body, which appears to have been
in the water for about ten dava, Is badly
decomposed and awollen, so much so that
the features are barely recognizable. From
the appearance of the face, which has he-
come black from decompositlon, It at first
was thought that the "floater’ was o negro,
but a later examination at the morgue dla-
closed the fact that the body wns that of a
white man, There was nothing on the body
to give any clue to Its ldentification. The
man appears to Lo obout 46 years of ago
and has a slight growth of grey beard. He
fa about fAive feet nine Inches ln height and
would welgh about 150 pounds. He Is dressed
in a brown eult of cheap material, with
straw hat, which was found severil feet
away from the body. In ploace of shoes or
boots the man wea wearing slippers. The
body 'when first noticed was lying in about
a foot of water about 200 feet south of the
Union Pacifte bridge on the lowa slde, The
polles were notifled and they in turn notified
Coroner Traynor, who sccompanied the un-
dertaker to that place and after viewing
the body ordered it removed to Undertaker
BEstep's morgue, where It Is now lylng.

Coronor Troynor la of the opinion that
the man might ave posaibly been the vie-
tim of foul play as tled about the neck Is a
plixe of rope to the end of which ls attached
a plece of scrap Iron welghing about ten
pounds,

be that of the stranger who at an early hour
in the morning seveml weeks ago jumped |
off the motor ecenpmny's bridge.
